The New LIcensT Ordinance.

new municipal license ordin­ 
ance, passed to piint at the last meet­ 


ing of the Board of Trustees, provides 
that all licenses expire on the last day 


of March, June, September and Decern 
ber of each year; no license shall be 
assignable, and that the rates to be 
pai I s lall be for general business, $1.50 
per 
quarter; for wagons and vehicles 
used for hire or profit drawn by one 
animal, $1 per quarter; by two ani 
mils, $2 per quarter; 
by more than 


two animals, $3 per quarter, all licensed 
vehicles must have a number; laundries 
will be taxed and laundry solicitors, 
$2.50 per quarter; real estate and in­ 
surance, $6 per quarter; 
auctioneers, 
$4 per quarter; 
livery stables, $2.50 
per quarter, 
peddlers, $15 per quar 
ter; 
drummers, 
solicito.s and order 
agents, except agents and salesmen of 
wholesale houses selling to retail deal­ 
ers only, $ i o per quarter, 
billiard, 
pool and bagatelle saloons, $1 per 
quarter for each table; picnic grounds, 
$50 per quarter; 
shows, such as cir­ 
cuses, menageries, museums or merry- 
go-rounds, $5 per day; 
banks, $5 per 
quarter; 
water companies, gas works 
and telegraph and telephone 
compan­ 


ies, each $25 per year. 
A fee of 10 
per cent is added to all of these rates. 


A violation of the ordinance is punish­ 
able by a fine not exceeding $toc or 


by imprisonment not exceeding ninety 
days in the County Jail.

C , gave from t.5 to 
3 per cent of nicotine.

can National Central Committee as­ 
sembled at 2 o'clock today to begin 
hearing the cities desirous of entertain­ 


ing the next Republican National Con­ 
vention. 


'The 
original purpose was to meet 
tomorrow, but the influx of the enthu­ 
siastic advocates of the cities seeking 
the convention made it desirable to 
hear the preliminary speeches advanc­ 


ing the claims of the cities, etc., today. 


As one of the officers ol the commit­ 
tee stated, today would be given to 
"working off steam," after which the 
committee will get down to business 
behind closed doors. 


Most of the National Committeemen
